A  Shavuot  to  Remember 


OF  ALL  THE  MEGILLOT,  the 

Book  of  Ruth  bears  the  most 
intriguing  relationship  to  the 
holiday  upon  which  it  is  read,  Shavuot. 

In  contrast  to  the  “top-down”  account  of 
revelation  to  the  community  as  a  whole 
in  the  Festival  Torah  reading,  Megillat 
Ruth  tells  of  a  single  woman,  Ruth,  who 
acquires  Torah  on  her  own  terms  and  at  her  own  pace.  While  the 
women  of  the  community  were  told  to  keep  their  distance  from 
Mount  Sinai,  it  is  a  single  woman  who  exemplifies  the  “taking 
on”  of  a  Jewish  identity.  Of  all  the  holidays,  Shavuot  is  the  one 
that  most  embodies  the  notion  of  chosenness,  and  yet  it  is  the 
gentle  gentile  Ruth  who  reminds  us  of  the  inclusive  nature  of 
our  covenant.  It  seems  that  if  we  take  the  message  of  Ruth  to 
heart,  then  the  Torah  of  Shavuot  is  an  inclusive  Torah,  open  to 
every  searching  Jew,  available  in  whatever  age  or  stage  of  life 
one  finds  oneself. 

This  year,  I  am  delighted  that  these  themes  of  the  Book 
of  Ruth  will  be  showcased  in  our  communal  observance  of 
Shavuot.  On  Tuesday  evening  May  14,  following  Festival 
evening  services,  the  members  of  Central  Synagogue  and  PAS 
will  study  together  (at  PAS)  with  Rabbi  Peter  Rubinstein.  Rabbi 
Rubinstein,  who  recently  announced  his  retirement  from  Central, 
is  my  treasured  mentor,  colleague  and  friend,  and  I  am  both 
honored  and  pleased  that  he  will  be  addressing  our  community 
that  evening.  Rabbi  Rubinstein’s  remarks  will  be  followed  by 
breakout  sessions  with  the  Melton  faculty  of  Park  Avenue  and 


Central,  including  Rabbi  Zuckerman,  Cantor  Angela  Buchdahl, 
Rabbi  Marion  Lev-Cohen,  Dr.  Brigitte  Sion  and  myself. 

First  day  Shavuot  services  will  highlight  the  Jewish  journey 
of  our  adult  bat  mitzvah  learners,  whose  names  are  listed 
on  page  7.  Mazal  tov\  I  congratulate  each  of  you  on  your 
commitment  to  Jewish  study  and  practice.  I  know  that  your 
group  bat  mitzvah  will  be  the  first  of  many  more  milestones  in 
your  Jewish  life  and  learning.  Your  efforts  represent  the  very 
best  of  the  story  of  Ruth  and  the  entire  Jewish  people.  I  am 
grateful  to  Rabbi  Zuckerman,  Cantor  Judi  Rowland  and  Marga 
Hirsch  for  directing  your  studies.  The  entire  community  is 
proud  of  you.  We  look  forward  to  celebrating  with  you  and  your 
families! 

Shavuot  is  called  z  'man  mat  an  torateinu,  the  time  of  the 
giving  of  our  Torah.  The  message  of  the  designation  is  that 
the  Torah  was  given  at  a  particular  time,  but  the  receiving  of 
the  Torah  occurs  not  on  any  single  day,  but  year  round  and 
throughout  our  lives.  As  the  synagogue  programming  year 
comes  to  a  close,  we  can  reflect  on  many  moments  when  our 
congregation  has  studied  and  received  Torah.  What  a  beautiful 
capstone  to  a  year  of  learning  to  study  together  in  an  inclusive 
context,  in  the  company  of  such  distinguished  teachers,  lifelong 
learners  and  role  models.

Writing  our  Last  Chapter  Together 


OUR 

SAGES 
TELL 

A  STORY  about 
a  rabbi  named 
Honi  -  the  same 
one  who  is 
remembered  for 
planting  a  carob  tree  as  an  old  man  so 
that  his  grandchildren  would  enjoy  its 
fruit.  Not  long  after  that  episode,  Rav 
Honi  fell  asleep  for  seventy  years.  When 
he  awoke,  he  went  to  his  house  and  asked 
there,  “Is  the  son  of  Honi  still  alive?” 

The  people  told  him,  “His  son  is  no 
longer  alive,  but  his  grandson  is.”  He 
said  to  them,  “I  am  Honi.”  They  didn’t 
believe  him.  He  left  and  went  to  the 
house  of  study.  There  he  heard  a  rabbi 
saying,  “These  teachings  are  as  clear 
to  us  as  they  were  during  the  time  of 
Honi,”  for  it  was  known  that  whenever 
Honi  came  to  the  house  of  study,  he 
would  resolve  whatever  problems  the 
rabbis  had  encountered  in  their  learning. 


Honi  said  to  the  rabbis  there,  “I  am 
Honi.”  They  did  not  believe  him  -  they 
undoubtedly  thought  he  was  crazy  -  and 
did  not  treat  him  with  the  honor  due  him. 
Honi  became  anguished;  he  prayed  for 
heavenly  mercy,  and  he  died.  (BT  Ta’anit 
23a) 

Without  the  respect  of  his  colleagues, 
Honi  could  no  longer  fulfill  his 
life’s  vocation  of  teaching  Torah, 
nor  participate  in  the  work  of  a  new 
generation.  He  did  not  wish  to  live 
beyond  a  normal  life  span  if  there  was 
no  longer  a  task  for  him  to  accomplish. 
Our  sages  recognized  that  a  long  life  is 
worthwhile  only  if  it  is  fulfilling.  Judaism 
urges  each  of  us  to  pray  for  “length  of 
days.”  This  is  not  meant  to  be  a  prayer 
for  many  days  or  years,  but  rather  for  the 
ability  to  fill  the  length  of  each  day  with 
life  and  vitality. 

While  few  of  us  face  a  situation 
as  dramatic  as  Honi’s,  we  all  face  the 
possibility  of  experiencing  reduced 
ability  to  work,  to  learn,  even  to  get 


about,  owing  to  the  challenges  of  aging 
or  illness.  Whether  we  encounter  these 
changes  with  family  or  friends  or  face 
them  ourselves,  in  recognizing  our 
own  mortality,  we  become  increasingly 
aware  of  the  importance  of  addressing 
end-of-life  challenges.  We  will  have  the 
opportunity  to  learn  about  these  issues 
on  Thursday,  May  9,  at  an  event  co¬ 
sponsored  by  The  Caring  Network  at 
PAS  and  MJHS,  the  largest  hospice  and 
palliative  care  program  under  Jewish 
auspices  in  the  region.  Following  a  talk 
by  Rabbi  Irwin  Kula,  President  of  CLAL, 
there  will  be  a  panel  discussion  with  him 
and  with  Rabbi  Mychal  Springer  (JTS), 
Dr.  Bernard  Lee  (MJHS),  and  Susan 
Conceicao,  LCSW  (MJHS)  about  the 
importance  of  open  discussions  as  we 
face  end-of-life  decisions.  (See  p.  1 1) 

May  we  and  our  loved  ones  be  blessed 
with  length  of  days,  embracing  life, 
filling  each  day  to  its  potential,  and  able 
to  make  the  journey  through  that  dark 
valley  when  our  voyage  is  complete.

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Dor  Vdor  —  From  One  Generation  to  Another 


AN  AFTERNOON  WITH  HARRY  KRIEGER

N  FEBRUARY  6,  I  had  the 

great  honor  to  interview  a  very 
special  member  of  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue.  It  is  an  experience  that  I  will 
remember  for  the  rest  of  my  life,  because 
not  many  13 -year-olds  have  the  great 
fortune  to  spend  time  with  a  centenarian. 

I  first  met  Harry  Krieger  on  Rosh 
Hashanah  2012  when  I  blew  the  shofar 
for  homebound  seniors.  It  was  amazing 
to  meet  Harry  once,  but  having  the  honor 
of  talking  to  him  twice  was  incredible.  At 
100,  Harry  is  “totally  with  it”  and  takes 
care  of  himself.  He  lives  alone,  pays  his 
own  bills,  and  reads  every  day.  Given 
his  strong  independent  streak,  I  found 
that  it  was  best  to  let  Harry  steer  our 
conversation  in  any  way  he  desired. 

Harry  was  bom  and  raised  in  New 
York  City.  He  loves  this  city  and  cannot 
imagine  living  anywhere  else.  His 
father  was  a  peddler  on  the  Lower  East 
Side  who  came  to  New  York  in  his  30s. 
Harry’s  mother  came  to  New  York  in  her 
teens.  His  parents  met  here.  Neither  of 
them  ever  learned  to  speak  English  (they 


spoke  Yiddish)  -  which  still  confounds 
Harry  today  -  so  he  was  their  designated 
translator  in  all  of  their  personal  and 
public  affairs. 

In  1926,  Harry  became  a  Bar  Mitzvah 
at  Kehilath  Jeshurun,  with  Rabbi  Joseph 
Lookstein  officiating.  He  was  later 
married  there  in  1938.  He  and  his  first 
wife  then  relocated  to  the  Bronx,  where 
they  raised  their  two  children. 

In  1970,  dissatisfied  with  the 
synagogues  in  the  Bronx,  Harry  went 
shul  shopping.  He  came  across  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue,  where  he  would 
later  meet  his  second  wife.  Harry  credits 
Park  Avenue  with  all  of  his  good  fortune 
and  luck.  He  claims  that  without  this 
synagogue  he  would  never  have  the 
apartment  where  he  lives,  or  all  the  great 
memories.  He  tells  many  stories  about 
all  the  rabbis  and  cantors  that  he  had  the 
pleasure  of  meeting  and  learning  from, 
including  Rabbi  Nadich,  Rabbi  Lincoln, 
Cantor  Lefkowitz,  and  Rabbi  Cosgrove, 
who  he  proudly  says  has  visited  him 
twice. 


When  I  asked  about  his  favorite 
memory  of  Park  Avenue,  Harry  said  it 
was  Kiddush.  I  thought  this  strange  until 
he  told  us  why.  “Because  that’s  how 
you  meet  people.  That’s  how  you  make 
friends.” 

Harry  is  the  type  of  person  who  seems 
to  make  friends  wherever  he  goes,  even 
if  he  doesn’t  leave  his  house  much  today. 
He  speaks  fondly  of  the  women  from 
Park  Avenue  who  visit  him  regularly  - 
Leah  and  Marilyn  -  and  of  the  people 
from  DOROT  and  Park  East  Butchers 
who  supply  his  regular  and  holiday 
meals. 

As  our  visit  wound  down,  I  asked 
Harry  if  there  was  anything  else  he 
wanted  to  talk  about.  He  said  there 
was  one  thing  -  one  thing  that  he’d 
do  if  he  was  in  charge  of  PAS.  “I’d 
immediately  change  the  name  from  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  to  Madison  Avenue 
Synagogue,”  he  said.  Even  at  100,  Harry 
hasn’t  lost  his  spunk. 


ECC  Applications  for  2014-15 

PAS  member  families  who  would  like  to  apply  to  the  Park  Av¬ 
enue  Synagogue  Early  Childhood  Center  for  the  2014-15  school 
year  are  asked  to  call  the  school  (212-369-2600,  xl50)  and 
request  an  application  form  starting  May  1,  2013. 

All  children  who  were  bom  before  April  1,  2012  are  eligible 
for  school  in  September  2014.  The  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  Early 
Childhood  Center  adheres  strictly  to  its  cut-off  dates.  Families 
who  have  been  active  longtime  members  of  the  synagogue  are 
given  special  consideration;  however,  because  of  limits  on  class 
size  and  the  need  to  balance  groups  in  a  variety  of  ways,  member¬ 
ship  does  not  guarantee  acceptance. 


There  is  an  application  fee  of  $40  per  child.  The  application 
process  includes  a  visit  and  tour  of  the  school  by  one  or  both 
parents  and  a  separate  visit  with  the  child. 

For  the  school  year  beginning  in  September  2013  there  were 
approximately  55  openings.  It  will  be  very  helpful  to  have  some 
idea  prior  to  September  how  many  eligible  member  families  are 
interested  in  a  place  for  the  2014-15  school  term.  This  will  enable 
us  to  detemiine  how  many  applications  from  new  members  or 
nonmembers  we  will  be  able  to  accept.  Thank  you  so  much  for 
your  interest  in  the  school  and  for  your  cooperation.
